made, and authorities are still uncertain if she were 
killed here or killed elsewhere and dumped on that 
dimly lighted Sierra Madre street. 

Sgt. Chris Christensen and Officer Gary Mun- 
stein were investigating officers during the heavy 
downpour. They called the sheriff’s homicide branch 
and the coroner took over the investigation of the 
homicide. 


A young Asian woman in her early 20s still re¬ 
mains unidentified by press time. 

The partially clad body was dumped slightly be¬ 
fore 7:30 p.m., Sunday, at 255 Oak Meadow, just off 
Orange Grove, and was discovered by Geoffrey Papp 
of Arcadia. He observed the body from his auto, 
went to the nearby home of Randall Green, and to¬ 
gether they called Ray Smith, a Sierra Madre fire¬ 
fighter, who notified Sierra Madre police. 

Lt. Tom Johnston from the sheriff’s department 
told The News Tuesday that after an autopsy the cause 
of death was still a mystery because of the extreme 
trauma to the body. 

He explained that there was damage to the skull 
and to the neck “consistent with strangulation.” He 
also said there were multiple bruises and abrasions 
which could be “from a beating or from being run 
over by a vehicle.” 

He continued, “We can’t determine the cause of 
death because of the multiple injuries.” 

He also said that the determination of whether 
or not she had been sexually molested had not been 


Lt. Johnston is in charge of the-investigation 
and said that authorities are going through missing 
persons reports, getting similar descriptions and tak¬ 
ing fingerprints, in order to identify the body. 


Sierra Madre Firefighters were on the scene, also, 
and diverted the rushing water from the heavy rain¬ 
storm away from the body to protect any clues. They 
laid hoses on a bias pattern across the street to coax 
the water to the other side of the street. 

Johnston urged anyone with information to call 
the sheriff’s office, asking for Detectives Carr or Lan¬ 
caster. That number is (213) 974-4341.

A fire that roared in the Sierra Madre canyon 
Saturday has robbed Colleen Harriman and her two 
children, Jerry, 13, and Melinda, 10, of their home. 

Besides losing almost everything in the home, 
Jerry’s pet cockatiel, Mohawk, 1 year old, also per¬ 
ished in the blaze that started just before 10:30 a.m., 
Saturday. 

When the Fire Department arrived within min¬ 
utes of the alarm, residents were already attempting 
to extinguish the flames with four garden hoses. 

However, the house was fully involved and ex¬ 
posures to the north and south were also threatened, 
said Rich Snyder and Barry Spriggs, fire inspectors. 

The house on the south was partially on fire and 
the house to the north was stucco which saved it from 
catching on fire, Snyder said. 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy was in charge with about 25 
other firefighters. Also there were assistant chiefs: 
Tony Lerner, Roger Lowe and Bob Spears, as well as 
six captains: Mike Delgatto, Ray Smith, Steve Smith, 
Bob Burnett, Steve Bickel and Bill Schlote. 

The fire caused the electrical lines to fall so fire¬ 
fighters had to work around hot lines that were arc¬ 
ing. Southern California Edison cut the lines at the 
pole and removed them after the fire was knocked 
down. 

How did the Harrimans discover that their home 
was on fire? They were at Pony League where Jerry 
was trying out for the season and saw smoke rising 
from the canyon. They dashed up the hill and found 
their home in roaring flames, Harriman said. 

“We lost everthing but the clothes on our backs, 
but by that evening, people were already bringing us 
toothbrushes, that sort of thing, so we could go on,” 
Harriman explained. “There is tons of support here. 
I grew up here. That’s what’s so neat about Sierra 
Madre.” 

As a single parent, she could not afford insurance.

so they have, literally, lost everything. 

Harriman had rented the home for about eight 
years from her parents, Connie and Bob Hastings in 
Sierra Madre, and are now living at the Hastings home 
until they find a place to live. 

“First we find a place to live and then we put 
ourselves together,” she said Monday. 

Because the fire started at the front door, she 
was asked what she would have done had the family 
been home. “1 would have thrown the children out 
of the bathroom window,” she explained. She re¬ 
membered, “Oh, 1 must call the library because we 
had books out.” The children also lost their school 
books, notebooks, everything. 

Firefighters told Harriman that the fire was prob¬ 
ably caused by something electrical, and she thinks it 
might have begun in her telephone answering machine.

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Safety inspect 
electrical appliances 
after rainstorms 
and flooding 

In the wake of recent flash floods 
and rainstorms, property owners are 
urged not to operate water-damaged, 
electrical appliances until they have been 
properly checked by an appliance ser¬ 
vice repairman* electrical or gas com¬ 
pany representative, advises the Califor¬ 
nia FAIR Plan, a syndicated fire insurance 
pool. 

Property owners are also encouraged 
to contact either the gas or electric com¬ 
pany to restore services in the event ser¬ 
vices have been turned off by the fire 
department during a fire. 

In the event of flooding, check all 
appliance wiring and oudets for moisture, 
and for openings where water could 
seep into and settle. Some appliances 
may need time to allow moisture to dry 
out via nonusage, while other water- 
damaged items may need to be replaced 
due to rust, corrosion, and the potential 
for sparking an electrical fire, warns the 
FAIR Plan.

If you live south of 
Grandview, you should 
put your clean green waste 
(no rocks, dirt, stumps, 
plastic or metal) in open 
barrels for pick up on 
MONDA Y. If you live on 
Grandview or north of 
grandview, put your green 
waste out on TUESDA Y. 

The city has been divided 
into three pickup zones 
for all your other trash on 
your assigned trash day - 
Wednesday, Thursday or 
Friday.

THE CALL OF THE WILD 
Jack London 

Every now and then an author will ascribe 
human characteristics to animals to make a point. 
This is nothing new; Aesop did this in his many 
fables to teach lessons about human behavior 
and morals. In more recent times, Stephen King 
used this technique in “Cujo” so we understand 
how the St. Bernard was affected by rabies, not 
that the dog was inherently a monster. George 
Orwell helped us see society better by using ani¬ 
mals as metaphors in “Animal Farm.” But the 
modern classic has to be “The Call of the Wild” 


by Jack London. 

Throughout the book, London lets us see 
what happens from Buck’s viewpoint alone. But 
the dog makes human judgments and assump¬ 
tions, sometimes very moralistic ones, for which 
we would assume animals would not have the 
capacity. Yet by allowing us to understand Buck’s 
thoughts and feelings in this way, London helps 
us understand Buck’s animalistic origins. We do 
not view Buck as a “Lassie,” a “Rin Tin Tin,” 
or a “Benji,” who become humanized by acting 
out human qualities. Nor is Buck only a pet, a 
dumb animal, acting on instinct alone. By telling 
his story through Buck, London helps us progress 
through a human’s point of view into the animal’s 
point of view, as Buck is taken from civilization 
to finally heeding the irresistible “call of the 
wild.” 

With clean, succinct story telling, London 
creates an epic tale, and Buck is his noble hero. 
And by his craft, London unveils truths about 
human nature that can only be done by assigning 
human thoughts and emotions to Buck. In the 
end we no longer think “good doggie”; we think - 
“good story.”

1 have a ten year old cat that has started 
drinking a lot of water. Is it normal for 
older animals to drink more water? 

No, not necessarily. Increased water intake or 
polydypsia may occur from warm weather, exercise, 
eating salty or dry food, etc. Normal water intake for 
a dog or cat is approximately twenty five to thirty 
milliliters per pound per day. If an animal is con- 
sistenly drinking more than this then there may be a 
systemic problem going on. Diseases that can cause 
polydypsia include Diabetes mellitus. Diabetes in¬ 
sipidus, Cushing’s disease, hyperthyroidism, renal 
disease, liver disease, hypercalcemia and pyometra. 
Certain drugs can also increase water consumption. 
Prednisone, a common antiinflammatory drug will 
cause animals to drink more water. It is important 
that if you think your pet is drinking a lot of water 
that you try and measure his water intake and consult 
your veterinarian. Many of these diseases can be 
detected with blood and urine tests. Some of these 
diseases are treatable and early detection is impor¬ 
tant.

CALL AN EXPERT 
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Swift explains Sierra Madre’s 
1992/93 budget 


IDonald R. Swift, who retired last July as a lieuten¬ 
ant with the Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment, wrote a letter to The News that was so detailed 
and long that we decided to do an interview. As a 
sergeant, he worked directly with the chief, doing 
divisional budgets for the department and has had 
endless hours of experience in budgeting. 

“In reading through the city budget, you will see 
that the proposed revenue for the city was $6,725,986. 
The revenue summary is broken down on pages 12 
and 13, and in clearer detail in later pages. Revenue 
from ‘property taxes’ and ‘other agencies,’ is controlled 
by the State Legislature and what is proposed is sub¬ 
ject to their reductions,” he explained. 

Proposed expenditures are $6,675,715 and these 
are broken down, according to Swift, in 42 percent 
for salaries. That equals $1,914,322. Sbrteen percent- 
$742,011, is for personnel services such as medical 
insurance. Workers’ Comp, FICA, etc. 

Actual operations at city hall costs 37 percent or 
$1,666,148. Capital outlay equals 4 percent or $201,158. 

“The bulk of the budget package details the ex¬ 
penditures in line item fashion for the individual city 
departments,” he explained, and added that it also 
shows what the actual costs were in previous fiscal 
years as opposed to the budget. 

He said that the budget package for 1992/93 
were hardly increased from the year before. “In fact, 
reductions in many area were noted from 1991/92. I 
should aNo point out, in my experience in public ad¬ 


ministration, a general rule used in reviewing budgets 
is to anticipate that salary and employee benefits will 
run in the vicinity of 70 percent to 80 percent of your 
budget as opposed to the 58 percent in Sierra Madre.” 

Swift believes that the City Council needs to 
communicate with the citizens better. They have been 
talking about having town meetings and perhaps that 
is the way to go, he suggested. He also believes that 
citizens need to take the responsibility of educating 
themselves better. 

“Specifically, revenue will be short by almost 
$225,000 during this fiscal year and projected at over 
$300,000 for 1993/94. What suggestions would citi¬ 
zens have and what services would be cut? Possibly, 
if everyone became involved, a solution tolerable to 
the city and its citizens might be found,” Swift said. 

The News called other cities for their breakdown 
of percentages on salaries and perquisites and they 
follow; 

San Marino, 65 percent with almost 14,000 in 
population, according to Debbie Bell, assistant to the 
city manager; Arcadia, 42 percent, or $20,903,000 
with the 1992/93 budget at M9,518,000 according to 
Jerry Parker. Arcadia has about 46,000 population. 

Montebello points to 24 percent of the budget 
of $117,481,592 going to salaries and benefits, said 
Ken Louie. That amount equals $28,202,795. Monte¬ 
bello has a population of 66,000.

In tandem with the hearing concerning the Plan¬ 
ning Commission’s decision in January about 590 
Acacia Ave., property owners in that vicinity of Sierra 
Madre are requesting a moratorium to be placed on 
residential construction “which exceeds a certain 
criteria as to mass or height.” 

They suggest that the moratorium apply to all 
two-story residential construction “or perhaps it 
should be to residential construction which would 
result in a house of larger than a certain size, for 
example, 3500 square feet. The moratorium could 
apply to any project, new or remodel, with respect to 
which there has not been substantial construction 
work at the site pursuant to a valid building permit.” 

The letter, signed by Bill Garr Sr. for the group 
calling themselves the Valle Vista Property Rights 
Protection Association, asks that the planning de¬ 
partment and Planning Commission be ordered to 
prepare a study to determine “the best solution to 
the problem of massive over-utilization of residential 
property.” 

They suggest adopting a design review procedure, 
something that the Design Review Council, part of 
Main Street, has been requesting for years. The De¬ 
sign Review Council wishes not just to see the designs 
of upcoming buildings but to have an official part in 
the process. 

At the last Planning Commission meeting. Com¬ 
missioners determined that the house at 590 Acacia 
was over the 30-ft. height limit in Sierra Madre and

that the house was tb,ee stories rather than two stories 
and a basement. 

David Gernsbacher, representing Viken Man- 
kerian, who owns 590 Acacia, sent a letter to the city, 
appealing the Planning Commission decision. 

His letter states that the Planning Commission’s 
decision “was without basis in law and fact, an abuse 
of discretion, contrary to the law...and outside the 
Planning Commission’s proper jurisdiction...author¬ 
ity.” He also charges that the conduct of Bill Garr 
Jr., son of the Garrs Sr. and a member of the com¬ 
mission, was “otherwise improper, erroneous and 
inconsistent....” 

Robert E. Carter, attorney for the residents lo¬ 
cated near 590 Acacia and the William Garrs Sr., said 
in a letter to the City Council that the Planning Com¬ 
mission’s decision was unappealable since, he said, 
there is no provision for an appeal from the determina¬ 
tion...of the Planning Commission.

Just then, as I 
was taking a picture, 1 
was rocked backwards by 
a powerful upcanyon gust 
of wind. Immediately 1 
felt 20 degrees cooler, 
and it was as though a 
little light went on inside 
my brain: hypothermia. 
This is one of the biggest 
dangers facing winter ex¬ 
plorers. If the body’s 
core temperature is re¬ 
duced by only a few de¬ 
grees, it can be fatal. 

So it was that we turned 
around there and did not 
continue any farther. I 
thank God for that time¬ 
ly gust of wind; it was just 
the information that 1 
needed to make a safe 
decision for the both of 
us.

Are we the light 
of the world? 

“No one lights a lamp 
and puts it under a bas¬ 
ket.” Almost everyone 
who saw the movie, “Dr. 
Zhivago,” can remember 
being swept up into the 
romance and color of pre¬ 
revolutionary Russia. 
There is one scene from 
the novel, however, which 
never made it into the 
film - a quiet little scene 
in which young Dr. Zhi¬ 
vago attempts to comfort 
an old woman with pneu¬ 
monia. He tries to get her 
to take her mind off her¬ 
self, to direct her anxious 
thoughts outward and 
away. Zhivago explains, 
“It’s like the headlights 
on a locomotive - turn 
them inward and you’d 
have a crash.” 

Jesus says something 
like that when he talks 
about the life of His fol¬ 
lowers. If He gives them 
any gifts, teachings, or 
even powers, they are to 
be spent for the good of 
the world, for the sake of 
people who will never en¬ 
ter the door of a church 
as well as for those who 
believe. We are assured 
in the Eucharist that God 
loves us without any lim¬ 
its, then Jesus expects us 
to be patient with the per¬ 
son at work who bores us 
to tears. If we have been 
taught since childhood 
that everything, even the 
hairs on our heads, is in 
God’s control, and if that 


faith has sunk into our 
bones, then Jesus expects 
us to let it shine in the 
midst of family crisis or 
community chaos. 

The temptation now, 
for many, is to acquire 
“light” for oneself. Any

gerous. There are an in¬ 
creasing number of courses 
and therapies available - 
usually for a considerable 
price - which guarantee 
an expanded mind or in¬ 
ner bliss. Certainly no 
one can object to inner 
peace, but often the bot¬ 
tom line in such practices 
is ME.

When 
in port, friends gathered 
and listened to John for 
three hours at a time and 
begged for more. Tales 
of the Aleutian Eskimo, 
life in China and the burn¬ 
ing pyres on the banks of 
the Ganges kept us all 
spellbound. There was 
no television, but we had 
a real live accounting of 
world adventures. John 
had become an eloquent, 
masterful storyteller, as 
old timers will remember.” 

War time called the 
deceased back to duty in 
the Merchant Marines, and 
he became a commissioned 
officer.

He continues, “The ten-day period for the Di¬ 
rector of Planning to appeal from the Planning Com¬ 
mission’s decision has expired...Accordingly, the 
Planning Commission’s decision has become final.” 

Carter contends that the Mankerian project, 590 
Acacia, violates the city’s general plan. He cites the 
plan: “The General Plan’s recommendation for a 
low, low residential density has very special implica¬ 
tions for the creation of the unique environmental 
quality in the area north of the city. The beautiful 
mountains and foothills with their varying topography 
and cover provide interesting land forms and settings 
which form a unique atmosphere for living. The loss 
or desecration of either of these attributes through 
improper urban development would be totally un¬ 
warranted and unnecessary...” General Plan, page 
19. 

He concludes, “Contrary to the threat of Mr. 
Mankerian’s attorney, 1 see no exposure to the city 
to liability for attorney’s fees in any action brought 
by Mr. Mankerian. On the other hand, it is inevitable 
that if an action is brought by opponents of the project 
they will contend, if successful, that their action has 
resulted in the enforcement of an important right af¬ 
fecting the public thereby entitling them to recover 
attorney’s fees under the private attorney general 
doctrine. Civil Code Section 1021.5.”

Ruth Kelterborn has always enjoyed travel, first 
to be with A1 and then to many places on her own. 
Her tastefully decorated home displays art work, pic¬ 
tures and other items collected from these trips. Many 
are from Japan which she visited three times. 

In 1959, when Kelterborn and her two older sis¬ 
ters decided to reside together, the triplex where Kel¬ 
terborn still lives on Baldwin, was purchased. Her 
sisters have since died, but Kelterborn has loved the 
location which is in the midst of three churches, St. 
Rita’s, Ascension and Bethany. She has enjoyed 
watching all the “comings and goings” from her win¬ 
dow. 

So many times Kelterborn expressed her love for 
Sierra Madre and the people here. She also has won¬ 
derful, caring neighbors. For Christmas, her neigh¬ 
bors, Fran Powell and Shirley Rosenkranz, both 
educators, too, gave her a large stuffed animal. Cute 
as can be, it is Sally Mouse. Dressed in red and green 
Christmas finery, Sally Mouse now occupies an hon¬ 
ored chair in Kelterborn’s living room. For a recent 
birthday, she was also taken to the Ritz Carlton for 
their elegant tea time. 

Dogs have always been part of Kelterborn’s life. 
Before Bobby, there was Beau, a poodle a friend had 
found abandoned on the road and brought to Kelter¬ 
born. When Beau died she got Bobby, a Humane 
Society mixture about nine months old. On the days 
Father Michael Bamberger of Ascension Church 
blessed the animals, Bobby was always there to be 
blessed. He was 14 when he died and Kelterborn had 
him cremated. His ashes were buried in the Memorial 
Garden at Ascension Church and Father Bamberger 
said a special memorial service for Bobby. 


retired from teaching at age 62, she volunteered for 
seven years at the Arboretum, giving history tours to 
school groups. She can also boast one of the longest 
memberships in Pasadena College Women’s Club - 
30 years - and is a Sierra Madre Woman’s Club mem- 


Ruth Kelterborn, who is 93, feels very fortunate 
about the good and long life she has enjoyed. When 
I first asked to do this story about her she remarked, 
“I’m just an ordinary person - no one special.” Kel¬ 
terborn is a longtime friend and I’ve always thought 
she was special. 

Walking is now more difficult for this nonagenar¬ 
ian so she has limited her trips out of the home. How¬ 
ever, daily walks with her beloved dog, Bobby, made 
her well-known in Sierra Madre. Two years ago, Bob¬ 
by died and while Kelterborn misses her faithful com¬ 
panion very much, she still keeps interested in many 
things and is an avid reader. 

She recounts that in 1850 her grandfather, James 
Dixon, (her maiden name) who was originally from 
New York State, later Independence, Mo., crossed 
the country in a covered wagon to Oregon. He was 
investigating it as a place to settle. Accompanying 
him on the trip were two older daughters and a son. 

He liked what he saw and returned for his wife 
and the rest of the children. There were 12 all told, of 
which Ruth’s father was the youngest. By 1853, they 
were Oregon residents. Dixon operated transport 
boats on the Columbia and Willamette Rivers, an 
operation some relatives still continue today. There 
are places in Portland that have been named after 
family members. 

Born on a large ranch near Roseburg, Ore., Ruth 
later graduated from high school in Eugene, then 
came to San Jose, Calif, to attend Normal School. 
After graduation at age 21, she taught school for five 
years in Klamath Falls. Her education continued at 
use. Attending at night she received her degree 
graduating cum laude and was a member of the USC 
President’s Circle. Additional courses at USC and 
UCLA increased her qualifications. 

For 37 years Kelterborn taught elementary School 
in Los Angeles in an area just across from the County 
Hospital. She watched the hospital being built. She 


How did Kelterborn meet her husband? You 
could say it was a “pick up.” One day she boarded 
the big Red Car to visit an aunt in Pasadena. Adolph 
Kelterborn sat down in the empty seat next to her and 
they began a conversation. A friendship followed 
but their marriage did not take place until 17 years 
later. 

In the meantime, Adolph, or A1 as he was often 
called, married someone else, but it was a marriage 
' that lasted only seven months followed by divorce. 

Ruth Kelterborn then had the responsibility of car- 
' ing for elderly parents, who by that time were living 
^ fn Pasadena. At last, when she was 41 and Al, 45, they 
were able to marry. Ruth would have loved a large 
' wedding but since they felt too old for that, they opted 
to tie the knot in Las Vegas instead. 


It was a happy marriage. Kelterborn thought a 
great deal of her husband who was handsome, very 
intelligent and pleasant to live with. 

Al was German born and educated there as an 
engineer. His specialty here was sheet metal work 
which he did at one time for Sierra Madre Hardware. 
A large construction company then hired him to man¬ 
age their overseas operation putting him in charge of 
well over 200 men. 

This work took him to European countries, 
Morocco, the Philippines and other places in the 
world. During Ruth’s summer vacations from school, 
she joined Al overseas and took a sabbatical to be 
with him in the Philippines. In 1956, while working 
in Spain, Adolph became ill, returned home and lived 
only a short time, dying of lung cancer at age 60.

Joylouise Smith spoke again concerning the flag 
in Kersting Court and reiterated that it had not been 
cared for properly by the VFW who are the caretakers. 

“It has been allowed to fly unattended through 
the deluge and unlighted. 

“Solve the problem,” she implored the council. 
“It needs solving...There is a gentleman who would 
be pleased, proud and privileged to take over the re¬ 
sponsibility of the flag.” 

She was referring to Bill Birgensmith who was 
one of the founders of the flag fund, along with Jan 
Maddox and others in Sierra Madre. 

I The VFW sent a letter to several people, includ¬ 
ing The News, and it appears in this week’s edition. 

On Feb. 16, the council will discuss the finan¬ 
cial problems in the city. Mayor Gary Adams said, 
“The state is attempting to balance its budget by pass- 
inc the problem onto the cities. The City Council 


The firemen, all volunteers, save us between $6(X),0(X) 
and $900,000 a year. That’s what we would pay to 
hire a fire department.” 

He said that personnel at city hall had been re¬ 
duced by $80,000, three full-time and some part-time 
help. They reduced the maintenance by $26,0(X) and 
they are trying to raise $36,000 in new fees. 

“We now live in a time when all problems wind 
up in the court of law. If you’re sued and you are 
right, you still pay. We paid $231,000 in legal defense 
in the landfill and settled for $346,000. There was an 
additional $21,000 to the sanitation district. 

“We have miscellaneous legal fees of $239,700. 
The city staff has had no pay increase since July 1991 
and the city administrator took a 5 percent reduction 
last year. We will continue to talk with you...we are 
starting in the process of talking about the budget,” 
the Mayor concluded.

High and one was not at¬ 
tending school. Eight 
were booked for conspira¬ 
cy to commit extortion 
and three for making ter¬ 
rorists threats. 

The arrests resulted 
from a two month-long 
investigation by school 
authorities and police in¬ 
vestigators into allega¬ 
tions that Asian students 
who attend the three junior 


high schools in Arcadia 
had been threatened with 
violence if they failed to 
pay money for protection. 
It was alleged that the 
young students, most of 
whom are Chinese, were 
told they had to pay $5 
each per week to avoid 
being beaten up by the 
suspects, who are believed 
to belong to a local Asian 
gang, according to an 
Arcadia PD report. 

The students suspected 
of being involved in the 
extortion/terrorism scheme 
have been suspended from 
school pending a resolve 
of the case, according to 
the Arcadia Unified School 
District. 

A communication from 
Superintendent Terry 
Towner pointed out that 
the school district “will 
not tolerate any action, 
actual or proposed, by 
any student or groups of 
students that in any way 
threatens the safety of 
other students or staff 


members.” 

Towner continued to 
point out that Arcadia 
schools are safe and to 
keep in mind that this 
case involved 11 students 
out of the 2200 at Arca¬ 
dia High. He added that 
the Board of Education 
and administration are 
“resolute in the commit¬ 
ment to never tolerate any 
behavior that interferes 
with or disrupts the op¬ 
portunity for the vast ma¬ 
jority of students who are 
responsible and conscien¬ 
tious in pursuing their ed¬ 
ucation.” 

Police and school of¬ 
ficials believe that a sub¬ 
stantial number of young 
students were approached 
by the extortion suspects 
and are encouraging any¬ 
one who was victimized 
by these individuals to re¬ 
port the incident to either 
the Arcadia PD at 574- 
5150 or to school admin¬ 
istrations at the junior 
highs or high school.

Learning how to hit a golf ball consistently 
well might be one of the toughest assignments 
in sports. Proper technique produces proper re¬ 
sults. Therefore, leamiBg how to swing correct¬ 
ly is essential to playing golf well. 

I have found that giving my students visual 
images of certain motions in the golf swing can 
quicken the learning process. 

For example, let’s talk about a fundamental 
called the swing plane. This is an imaginary 
plane the club traces in space as it moves around 
the body during the swing. It is important that 
the golf club travel on such a plane to promote 
consistency in terms of power and accuracy. 

As a visual aid, I tell a new student to imagine 
the planet Saturn with its rings. These rings 
represent the swing plane. I have my student 
pretend to step into the center of them to become 
the planet Saturn. 

Then they imagine the rings tilt downward 
as the student leans over to address the ball. It 
is on this plane created by the ringssthat the golf 
club must travel throughout the swing. 

The sooner the student can grasp this image 
and how the club travels around his body, the 
sooner he can begin to hit consistently good golf 
shots.
